Longest Koan Yet. 
Omaha Herald, Jan. 27. 
Tho endeavor to communicate by tele­ 
phone betw rn Omaha and St. Louis, a 
longer stretch than bad yet been covered 
with success, wrs made on Sunday after­ 
noon. The instruments of this end were 
located at the Union Pacific Transfer, 
heavy induction on the bridge rendering 
that side of the river the most practicable 
They were operated by Superintendent 
Dickey, Chief Operator Korty, Manager 
Vaitle, ot Denver, and Managers France of 
Omaha and O’Brien of the Council Bluffs 
Telephone Exchanges. 
Mr. Durant, ot 
the Bell Exchange, and Mr. Benedict of 
the American Union Telegraph Office con­ 
ducted the experiments at the St. Louis 
end of the line. 
The wire used was a heavy No. 8 of the 
Americus Union line and the battery at 
first placed on was a Laclanche. 
Subse­ 
quently two jars of Callaad battery were 
att ohed at the Omaha end and five jars at 
the St. Louis terminus. 
After some little adiusting of instru­ 
ments and batteries, it was iound that a 
heavy telegraphic induction near the St. 
Louis end, caused by the wind blowing 
toe wir s together, interfered somewhat. 
The telephonist laid low for the storm to 
sub'ide, and then returned to the bills. 
“Hulio-oo,” sang out Manager France. 
“Hullo-oo,” came back sonorously from 
St. Louis. 
Then a sweet baritone voice in SU Louis 
poured its melody oyer the wires in the 
music of “Sweet By and-By.”

The Jaouary statement to-day shows a

of

the largest monthly redaction since 1872. 
Toe revenues arc increasing constantly, 
especially trorn customs. 
The internal 
revenue receipts tor the last half ot list 
year, the returns tor which are now all In, 
carcased over the six months of the pre­ 
vious year more than $3,000,000.

ANOTHER CHANCE. 


IM rn. m ack G ranted a Mew T rial, 
B at no Such Mews for 
Dickerson. 


H ow th e T ia ln g s w e r e R eceiv ed bv 
th e P riso n er and by the I P ub lic. 


The news came flashing oyer the wires 
from Madison this morning that the Su­ 
preme Court had granted Mrs. Mack a 
new trial, and had refused to grant a new 
trial to Frank Dickerson. The news went 
up and down the streets with winged feet, 
and bas called forth all sorts of comments 
and all sol ta of guesses as to what the final 
result will be in Mrs. Mack's case. 
As for 
Dickerson he is settled tor life, and his 
threat to commit suicide has no proviso 
now to keep him from executing it. Unless 
ho unexpectedly gives some such climax to 
his case, the public will sooa lose all in­ 
terest in him. 
The chief interest is now 
centered in Mrs. Mack’s case and the 
prospects of the new trial. 
Whether she 
will be tried here or not is a question to be 
yet determined, and as to what the verdict 
will be, that is equally a matter of conject­ 
ive. 
Attorneys Winans and Tethers have 
made an able and braye fight for their 
client, and lo spite of public opinion, and 
tne opposition of able counsel on the part 
of the State, have clung to the case with a 
plucky grip, which bespeaks highly ot 
their loyalty to a client, and their knowl­ 
edge of the law, and even those who ear­ 
nestly desire to see Mrs. Mack put behind 
the bars forever, caanot but admire the 
skill aud tenacity with which her attorneys 
have clung to her cause, la the face of so 
many discouragements aud so little sym­ 
pathy. 
Mrs. Mack was informed this forenoon 
of the decision, by which she is to be 
granted 
one 
more 
chance. As Mr 
Tethers and Mr, McElroy entered her cell 
a look of expectancy shone trom her face, 
yet coupled with a rigidity of countenance 
which bespoke her preparation to hear 
even that her last hope was crushed. The 
suspense was short, Mr. Tethers informing 
her of the decision as quickly es possible. 
(She gave no vent to the feeling of gladnc?s 
which must have baen hers, there were no 
tears of joy, or emotional exclamations, but 
d im aud collected, she merely smiled, and 
taking a seat on tho edge of the bed, clasp­ 
ed her hands, swayed gently backward 
aud forward in silent thought, until her 
Visitors opened the conversation, which 
was of no public Interest or concern. She 
had been inspired with some of the confi­ 
dence which was felt by her attorneys, but 
had evidently not based her hope too 
strongly, and endeavored to prepare her­ 
self ior complete control rn case the worst 
news came to her. 
To the public generally the news will 
be a great disappointment 
Although the 
Gazette predicted some time ago that the 
result would be rs above, yet many clung 
to the hope that both Sirs. Mack and Dick* 
erson would be locked up for life, and that 
their cases would be forever disposed of. 
There is little sympathy felt for either of 
them, and many will feel highly indignant 
at the prospect of another long and ex­ 
pensive trial for Mrs. Mack, and few in­ 
deed will be those who will congratulate 
her on the news.
